WASHINGTON. D. C.. May 31.— 
Senator Lorimer introduced a resolu­ 
tion in the senate today reciting th at 
the uniform advance in freight rates 
effective tomorrow was evidence of a 
combination in restraint of (trade 
and calling upon the attorney gener­ 
al to prevent the enforcement of the 
increase. 
Senator Elkins, republican of W. 
Virginia, objected to immediate con­ 
sideration of the resolution, saying 
it would require too much debate. 
The chair held with Elkin*, who 
moved to take up the railroad bill 
and then yield to Senator Owen who 
had given notice of a speech. 
La Follette protested but In vain. 
La Follette^ resolution in full fol­ 
lows: 
“Whereas, the railroads in offi­ 
cial classification territory have an­ 
nounced th at they will make effec­ 
tive at an early date a general ad­ 
vance In all rates and all commodity 
rates and have recently advanced
